ilAT IT rLtisE Your, Excellency ; 

1. We, the General Prisons Board, have the honour, pursuant to 40 & 4 \ Vic., 
statute, to present this our Thirteenth Aunual Keport on the “P- 
condition of the Prisons and Prisoner’s ■within our jurisdiction, 

and in respect to the Registration of Habitual Criminals, during 
the year ended 31st Mai’cli, 1891, 

I. — Local Peisons. 

2. For the reasons set forth in our recent Reports, it has not Eoduciioa of 
been found practicable during the past year to further proceed I’risojM. 
with the reduction of the nmuber of Local Prisons and Bridewelk, 

■which has continuously engaged our attention since 1878. There 
are now 20 Ordinary Prisons, 6 Prisons of the Minor class, 
and IS Bridewells, as compared with 33 Prisons of the larger 
class, and 95 Brlde'wells, placed under the control of the Board on 
transfer from the former local authorities on the 1st April, 1878. 

It is proba-ble, however, that in the present year some slight addi- 
tional changes in the .same direction may be found feasible. 

3. With a view to providing better accommodation for prisonera EukrEoiacni 
undergoing long terms of imprisonment, a considerable number »e Coili. 

of the cells in the Loudonden’y and Sligo Prisons are at present 
in process of being enlarged and otherwise improved, and .still 
larger changes, in the same direction, in the case of the Belfast 
Male and Female Prisons, are now under consideration. 

4. In paragraph 4 of our last Report we ’wme able to advert N«miier of 
with satisfaction to the circumstance that the numbers of both rrisonota. 
Local and Convict Prisoners then exhibited a tendency towards de- 
cline. The returns for the past year show that while this decline is 

still observable in regai-d to the Convict Prison population, the 
result has been somewhat less favoura,ble in regard to the cla,ss 
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Knducilon of 
expenditure.

From these figures it rvill be seen that wlrile the total number 
for the last year .shows an increase of 55, on the previoirs year- it 
falls below that for I,ii88-S9 by 100, while the reduction indicated 
in the gi-avor classes of prisoners, viz. ; — those sentenced to penal 
servitude, li.'is, it will he observed, been steadily progressive. 

5. In our Eleventh Report, paragraph 3, and In our last Report, 
paragraph 10, we explained that since April, 1S78,' when the Pnsons 
came under the control of this Board, we had been able to effect 
a total saving of £il,4.53, being equivalent to 30 per cent., in our 
annual rate of expenditure, and th.'it this very substantial reduc- 
tion had been ettbeted coucuiTently with an outlay of £80,733 
on the execution of numerous structural alterations and other 
improvements in the oiiginal prison huildinos, while at the same 
time a considerable improvementhasbeen made in the dietaries, and 
in the pay and allowance.s of the different classes of prison officers. 

(i. In Table XLIV., page 134, of onr Eleventh Report, we 
submitted a detaOed statement of the expenditure under each 
head of account during each of the four years between 1877 and 
ISSS), and we now take leave to add here the saine information, 
for the year ended the 31st March last, viz.

From the above statement it wiU he seen that between the 
years 1889 and 1891, respectively, a slight increase, amounting 
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t j £.542, is perceptible, tliis being almost entirely the result of a 
f'L-neral increase in the cost of fuel, which has been experienced 
ui rearlv every pri.son between these dates. 

7. In our Eleventh Keport, pavagi-aph S, we gave in detail t's* 
tlie newPvule.s ajiproved on 27th Mai'ch, 1SS9, dispensing in certain 
c.v'js witli the ])revious inks as to the wearing of prison dress, PrUou Dress. 
iC'C., and in our last report, paragraph 12, we gave the number 
of prisoners who had availed themselves of this privilege dining 
the year, viz. — 105 in aU, consisting for the most part of prisoners 
c.iminitted under the Criminal Law and Procedure Act, while of 
this number only two remained in custody on the 31st March, 

1S90. During the past year, the mimher of pirisoner.9 who availecl 
themselves of the new provisions was 58, and the number of 
prisoners in custody on 31st March, 1891, wearing their own 
clothes was 7. 

S, In the Prisons Anieudmeiit Act of ISoG, 19 & 20 Viet., cap. Pusomis 
CS, it is provided, section 16, that “ convicted prisoners shall, UK- t'sCioure 
LESS WHEK SEKTENCED TO EAED E.ADOUB, he allowed tO pay to the 
Bo.ird of Superintendence the expense of such then- prison ollow- 
r.ncc, in order to obtain an exemption from any work or labour 
ivhioli would or might otheiwise be recpiirecl from them, towards 
payment of the expense of such iirison allowance of food.” It 
will bo soon from paragraph 13 in our last Report, that the 
number of prisoners who availed themselves of thi.s enactment 
during the preceding year was 22 male pri.sonsi's, of wdiom 
only 2 remained in custody on 31st March, 1890. During tho 
year since ehvpsecl, ending 31st March last, tho number availing 
themselves of the pirovi.sioii was 20, and the number of these in 
custody on Slst March, lS91,was 1. 

9. The inference to bo drawn from the figm'es cjuoted in this and 
the preceding paragTaph is obviously, we submit, that tho 
])riscuers who object to wearing prison dress whPe undergoing 
their sentences, or who object to the performaucc of the labour 
exacted from them in compensation foi' their maintenance while 
ill prison, are very limited in number, and may be said to bo 
substantially confined to the particular class of prisouore rofen-cd 
to in paragraph 12 of our last Report. 

10. In the Appendix, Table,XIII., will he found a record of tho rri^on Puaish- 
number of Local Prisoners who were punished for prison offences 

during the past year, together with tho number of prisoners who 
passed through their impri,sonment without incurring any punish- 
ment for breacli of rules, &c. 

11. From these retimns it will he seen that only 12-6 per cent, 
of the total number imprisoned have been pmrished for offences 
committed in pri.son— a result which, as has been heretofore 
observed, may be mainly ascribed to the improved and rmifomi 
discipline now established throughout the entire Prisons Service — 
materially aided, no doubt, by the wholesome stimulus to good 
conduct and industry supplied by the system of gratuities in 
operation in the several Local Prisons. Bearing in mind the 
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Thlrt'enth P^eporf of the 



important fact that nior»3 than on6-tliii'4 of these prisoners trere 
on committal WI10U3' illiterate, the above result may, tve consider, 
bo regarded as lieing, upon the whole, exceedingly satrsfaetoiy. 

EOucatioa. Information as to the education of the Local Prisoners 

will be found iu the Appomlix, Tables VI. and TIL, but those 
confined for vttT sliort perio'ls iu the lliuor Prisons are not entitled 
under the Ilule.s to receive literary iu.structioin The number of 
wholly illiterate among.st the prisoners committed to the larger 
Local Prisons during the past year was 10,4.31, out of a total of 
39,-i-17, or about 34 per cent, of the number committed. As 
compared with this result, it may be observed that the proportion 
of illiterate amongst persons committed to Local Prisons in 
England and Wales is about d5 per cent. According to the 
Censins of losl, the ]iroportiou i,>f illiterate among.st the general 
population of Ireland wa.s then 2.1'2 per cent, 
ciiapijios. 13. fn connection with this important subject, we would again 
advert to the great advantage that could not fail to accrue in 
this respect if the chaplains of the different persua.sions coidd bo 
induced to take a more active interest in the secular instruction 
and progress of the pri.sonei's than has been heretofore evinced 
hy them, save in a very limited and exceptional number of cases. 
We w'oiild also, iu the same connection, again observe upon the 
great and obvious disadvantage at which teachers in the Local 
Pri.sons arc placed hy reason of the v'ery short terms of imprison- 
Liorary meut inipo.sed in the vast majority of cases. The results attained 
r'?oTti ^ in the past year under tlie new system of educational instruction, 

tisoneti. to in pai'agraph 3 of our Tenth Report, as having been 

then recently introduced, ai-o given in some detail in a now 
Talilo — No. VII. — in the Appendix. It will be seen that out of 
.570 prisoners under instruction who wore placed in Class I. .a,s 
being totallj' ignorant of reading, 411 were able on discharge (or 
at the end of the jmar) to read easy monosyllables or an easy 
book ; 480, who were wholly ignorant of writing-, were able to 
form letters, Ac., and 460, who were wholly Ignorant of arithniotic, 
were able to form figm-es and work simple addition sums, besides 
which a considerable number who were placed in Cla.s.s II. on 
committal, were promoted during the year to Class III. 
sh»ri 14. The subject of short .sentences, above referred to, has been 

SentencM. already very fully .and more than, once dwelt upon in our annual 
Eepoi-ts, and in the last one, in illnsti-ntion of their utter in- 
efficiency for good, whether viewed as a punitive or as a deten-ent 
influence, we submitted the particuhu-s of several Bpocifie cases 
iu which the lamentable practice continued to be pursued by 
magistrates of again and again sentonciug old and hardened 
offenders to terms of imprisonment of such limited duration as to 
he for all practical purposes absolutely worthless. 

1.5. In last j'-ear’s Report, paragi-aph 24, we .submitted a 
tabular statement showing that the number of prisoners sentenced 
to tci-ms of fourteen days and under amounted to the enormous 
proportion of liO'5 per cent., while those sentenced to six months 
and upwards only represented the insignificant fi-aotion of 2'8 
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per cent, of tJio entire, and from tlie similar statement hereto 
appended it will be .seen that no material change in the condition 
of thing.s then commented on has since taken place. The number 
of the former for the pa.st year is represented by 65'6, and of 
the latter by 2'7 per cent, of the persons committed under sen- 
tence.

5 .sary 
result of the ne'W system of store accounts — under wliieh it is 
not permitted to charge any profit on goods sold to Government 
departments, and only 5 per cent, on articles supplied to the 
public. It has been also found necessary to increase the stock of 
materials in a few of the larger manufacturing prisons — this 
circumstance, combined with the fact that year by year the 
operations of the mauufactui'ing department are becoming more 
restricted to the supply of articles for use of the Prison Service 
and Public Departments — on which transaotious no profit is 
realized — fully accounts for the apparent decrease.

26. These minor places of detention which, a,s has been already Bridcwollo. 
explained, have been gradually reduced from 95, the number 
handed over to the Board in 1878, to IS, the present number, are 
now only for the mo.st part retained in isolated districts for the 
convenience of the police, and to avoid tlie cost of transmitting 
prisoners to and from the ordinary local prisons ; but owino- to the 
increased facilities for communication recently created in certain 
localities, it is calculated that we shall pn-obably, clurinc the 
current year, be in a position to make some further reduction in 
the number of Bridewells. 



27. We have in our recent repoi-ts had the satisfaction of being visitinc 
able to record our acknowledgment of the valuable assistance CommUMM. 
rendered both to the Board and to their local officers by many of 

tho bodies of Visiting Justioe.s, and we are glad on this occasion to 
have it in our power to again hear our favourable testimony to 
tho same effect. 

28. The following return shows (1) tho number of Committee 
llcetings held in each prison daring the past year, and (2) the 
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numliei' of visits paid by individual ineinbei'S dm-iug the same 
period As regards the formei-j it will' be seen that in a lar-re 
proportion of the cases the general attendance continues to Se 
satisfactory, while as regards the latter, a striking decrease is 
pereeptihle in some of the southern counties — owing, presumably, 
to the concuiTent diminution in the number of prisoners com- 
mitted under the provisions of the Criminal Law and Procedure 
Act.

Ppisoners' Aid 29. We regret to state that we are not in a position to report 
SocUiica. (;]^g present occasion any extension in the very limited number 

of certified Prisoners’ Aid Societies, as referred to in paragraph 
4S of our last Bepor-t. 

30. As heretofore explained, we have in Dublin the means of 
assisting discharged prisoners to procure employment by means of 
our local agent, but in the country districts where no such agency 
exists, the case of this elas.s is very pitiable, and it is to be mai’ed 
that the want of a helping hand too often results in almost forcing a 
return to crime ; once the gratuity which the discharg-ed prisoner 
was enabled to earn while in custody, has been exliausted. 

■WsrkF of 31. In the Appendix, Table XXII., will be found a detailed 
statement of the various works of reconstruction, repair, &c., 
executed in the .several local prisons during the past year, distin- 
guishing those efiected (A) by contract, and (B) by prison labour. 
cionimlPiison. Among these works may be noticed the improvements effected 
during the year in Clonmel Prison. Twenty cells for long 
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sentenced prisoners have been enlarged : a new hath house has 
been built and fitted up ; and the chapel h is been entirely 
renovated. 

32. As regards Londonderry Prison it was decided to convert L<md»na«rry 
iO of the smaller cells into 20 cells of extra size for long sentenced PiiiMi. 
prisoners by removing the dividing walls between each pair. 

This work has been commenced, and will shortly be completed : 
each of these 20 cells will have a cubic capacity of over 1,000 
feet. Moreover 40 other cells m-e being provided with additional 
ventilators leading to extracting shafts. This work is being per- 
formed by prison labour. 

33. Tho average daily number of prisoners in the Local of 
Prisons during the year was 2,612 ; the number of deaths was^eai 

3, a death-rate of Id 5 per thousand on the daily average number 
in custody. The death-rate per thousand for the estimated MortUity, 
population of the whole of Ireland during the same period was 
17'6. On reference to the tables it will be seen that this is tho 
lowest point that has been reached since the present Board was 
con.stituted, and probably the lowest yet recorded. So small 
a mortality however must be, in some degree, regarded as excep- 
tional and accidental, and it cannot be expected that so wide a 
disparity between the death-rate of prisoners and that of the 
country at lai-ge will continue. 

Appended is a table of mortality among prisoners for each year 
during the last twelve years

result of disease (pedtonitis) originating after reception. There 
were 3 cases of typhoid fever : in two of these disease was 
believed to have been incubating before reception into prison.* 
There was no typhus. 

34. The number of prisoners released on medical grounds has 
been 98, an excess of 18 over that of last year : but 50 of these 
were women, on account of being very near their confinement, 
who had been committed for short terms of imprisonment. Of 
the 48 remaining, 38 were cases of disease reported as having 
originated before reception into prison. 

35. There has been a slight increase in the number of cases of 
insanity transferred from Local Prisons to asylums. The total 
number has been 75. Of these 17 were reported as sane on commit- 
tal, 3 as sane, but as having been previously confined in asylums, 

5 as of weak ” intehect, 3 as doubtful, and 50, or two-thirds of 
the whole, as insane at time of reception. In 6 out of the 17 
cases, where insanity appears to have originated in prison, the 
fii’st symptoms appeared within 7 days of reception. 

36. Attention may here be called to a practice which seems 
unduly prevalent at petty sessions, viz., committing lunatics to 
prison instead of sending them to an asylum. It would be very 
desirable that more discrimination should be exercised at the 
time of trial in regard to the mental condition of those in 
custody, as the committal of irresponsible offenders is not only a 
hindrance to prison discipline, but an injustice, and possibly 
detrimental to the curative treatment to be afterwards pursued. 

In illustration of the foregoing remarks the following instances 
may be quoted : — 

Armagh. — J. K., untried, brought by Constabulary to prison on 9th 
May, 1891, though they stated tliat they believed him to be a dan- 
gerous lunatic. 

Galway. — J. J., sentenced to one calendar, month, with hard labour 
on. 17th March, 1891 ; was found on committal to be “ epileptic — foim 
of insanity probably dementia — incoherent and iiiibecile.” 

Kilkenny .—3 . H., sentenced on 26th Febru'ary, 1891, to two calendar 
months with bard labour. On committail he- was reported to be 
“ suffering from religious mania of a dangerous ^d pronounced type.” 
He committed the assault of which he had been convicted imder the 
delusion that Jesus Christ told him to take ‘blood.* Prom the police 
report the committing magistrate seems to have been, fully cognisant of 
these facts. 

Enniskillen. — M. M‘M., a girl aged 14, committed on remand for 
eight days on 3rd November, 1890, in consequenefe of her lack of intelli- 
gence and strange behaviour, the dispensary medical officer was sum- 
moned, who certified her to be a dangerous idiot. 

* Since the confl\ision, of the twelvemonth embrAced in- this report, an onthreoh of 
typhoid fever ocenrred in Tullamore Prison, following an epidemic of the disease In that 
town. There were 11 prisoners attacked la TuUumore with 1 death, and 3 prisoners 
attacked in Clonmel, amongst those transferred from TullamorQi All the sick are now 
either ontirel}' recovered or convalcBCcnt. 
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1 Castlebar. — E. C. was brought before a magistrate on. 26tb August, 

I 1890, -who stated that he saw at the time that she was “ ijuile mad 

and also dangerous ” ; but who sent her to prison, as he could not pro- 
cure tile attendance of a second magistrate to legalize her committal 
to the asylum. 

Tralee . — E. T, sent on remand to prison on 231^1 September, 1890, 
though known to the police to ho insane. The magistrate who re- 
manded her was not niofle aware by the police that ^e was insane 
hut he was informed that she had been discharged from the asylum 

I only a week previously.

38. The only change to be noted as having been effected since the DswapitrUic 
date of our last Eoporb in regard to the number or situation of 
the Convict Prisons, is the discontinuance on 1st A^l last of the 
Prison temporarily established in October, 188h, at Downpatrick, 
for the reception of a special class of prisoners previously confined 
j in Chatham Convict Prison. 

I 80. The number of this class, however, had recently so far 

declined as to admit of their being, without inconvenience, 
distributed between Mountjoy and Maryborough Prisons, an 
an-angement by which the considerable expense neceasarily 
entailed by the maintenance of the Downpatriefc establishment, 
has been entirely saved. 

40. Our principal Male Convict Prison, both for the probation 
, ola.s3 and for the advanced classes, continues to he Mountjoy. At 
I Maryborough are the invalid class and the intermediate class, 

I fonnerly treated at Lusk Prison and at Grangegorman Prison — 

but apart from the local prisoners — the female convicts who wero 
on the 31st March lost reduced to the very limited number of 26 — 
a very striking contrast to the number of the same cla.ss iu 
1 custody on the 1st January, 1838, viz. : — 674. The number of 
I male convicts at the former date was only 434, as compared with 
3,933 on 1st January, 1854. 

41. In the Appendix, Table XXXIX., will he found the usual worki of 
detail of the various works of re-construotion and repair, &o., 
effected during the past year in connection with these Prisons — . 

(A) by Contract, and (B.j by Prison labour. The most important 
of these are, of course, those connected with Mountjoy Prison, 

c 2 
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■wliere, it will be seen, a very vavied and valuable amount of work, 
including the erection of twenty-three wardein' cottages, has 
been performed eutiiely by the agency of convict labour, for 
the extended employment of which, during the ensuing year, an 
additional field has been just opened by our recent acquisition, 
after a prolonged and difficult negotiation, of the adjoining 
property known as Cowlcy-place. With this acquisition we 
Cowley Place, calculate on being able to find useful out-door work for the con- 
vict population of Mountjoy tor a considerable time to come. 

Economy of 42. In illustration of the saving achieved by the utdization 
Prison Laiiour. gf couvict lahoui', as referred to in the proeoding paragraph, we 
may observe that the construction of the 23 warders’ cottages, 
completed within the past year at Mountjoy, was effected at a 
cost of £130 1S& for each of the 19 smaller cottage.?, and 
£190 18s. for, the four of larger size, while in Tullamore Local 
Prison, where it became necessary to do the work by contract, 
the cost of building tlu'ee slmiLur cottages of the smaller size 
was £222 each, and of one of the larger size £280, though those 
erected in the former case were in several respects of a more 
elaborate and complete design than those at TuUamore. 

Maryboiongh 43. Next to Mountjoj- — though greatly less in variety and Im- 
Prioon. portance — are the works which will be found set forth, in T.ahle 

XXXTX. as having been executed during the past year in 
connection with Maryborough Invalid and Intermediate Prison. 
As heretofore observed, the removal of the now greatly diminished 
class of intermediate prisoners from Lusk to Maryborough, 
which was effected in December, 188G, has been attended 
with the greatest success, as while, in great measure, securing 
to the prisoners in question the rela.xation3 and privileges it was 
originally designed to afford them, their employment at Mary- 
borough has been so utilised as to yield to the public a substantial 
saving in the execution of important works. 

Bukm’ for 44. In paragraph 64 of onr last Report reference is made to the 
ablin PmoM. previous years’ experience of the result of supplying the 
several Dublin Prisons with bread baked at Mountjoy Prison, 
from which it will he seen that a clear saving to the public of 
£1,062 5s. 8d. had been in this way effected during the year 
ended 31st March, 1890. During the past year the profit accruing 
from this source may be set down at £1,114 17s. 7d If the 
bread bad been purchased at the price charged by bakers to 
the general public, during the year the profit would have been 
£1,463 9s. 7d., but as bread was generally obtained by contract 
at from 7 to 10 per cent, less than it was sold to the public, 
the most accurate calculation of the profit is made by deducting ■ 
10 per cent, from the public sale rate, which gives the sum above 
stated. 

45. We beg to refer to the Appendix, Table XL., for detailed 
information as to the employment and earnings of the convicts 
in the several prisons, appropriated to them during the year.

46 It will be seen from Table XXXIV., that there were only 
two deatns— one from general paralysis, the other from antemia 
and ^cope— among convicts during the past year, representing a 
death^ate of 4'3 per thousand, a very low rate considering the 
class from which convicts arc dxawu 
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47. One convict was released during the year on medical 

S .'ounds, and six were transferred as insane to the Criminal 
unatio Asylum. 

48. The class of first convictions of convicts — the “ select 
class ” — continues to give excellent results, for hy this means the Pri»°s?' 
more depraved convicts are not allowed to associate with, those 
who have not previously been convicted. 

49. These prisoners are never in association with the ordinary 
class of convicts, either, at work, in chapel, or elsewhere. 'Whilst 
the convicts are undergoing their first six months of separate con- 
finement, every inquiry is made as to the ahtecedents of the first 
convictions, and those who.se previous history is ascertained to be 
good are placed, after careful consideration^ in the. select 
class. ! ! i 

50. Care is also taken in the Local prisons to keep the first 
convictions quite apai't, but as these prisonere, as a rule, pass 
their whole time in separation, contamination here is more 
dififiordt than in tho convict prisons, where, after nine months, 
prisoners are entitled to association. 

51. These classes in the Convict prisons consisted during the 
past year of the following numbers, .viz. : — 

In Mountjoy, 100, of whom 20 incurred punishment during 
the year. 

At Maryborough, 22, of whom 4 were punished. 

At Grangegorman, 10, of whom 1 was punished. 

52. Owing to the gi'eat reduction in the number of female Befuges. 
convicts, only three Eoman Catholics have this year been 
sent to Golden Bridge Refuge on licence, and on 31st March 
last, only three female convicts wore in that Institution. No 
Protestant female convict was sent on licence to the Shelter for 
Females in Hareourt-road for the reason explained in paragraph 
74 of last Report. 

S3. In our three last Reports we have referred to a recommended Dieiiuj. 
revision in our convict dietary scales, and had hoped that a com- 
mittee, such as was appointed some year,? ago, would again he 
called together for the revision of these dietaries which the recent 
alterations in the disposition of our convict system so urgently 
demand, and we stiR consider that the matter I’oquircs, and should 
receive, the early attention of the Executive. 

III. — RsalSTEATION OP CfilMINALS. 

54. In the Appendix will he found the usual statistical returns 
relating to the registration of criminals, brought down to the close 
of the year 1890-91. 

55. It will he seen from the subjoined Table that the number of 
habitual oriniiuals photographed and registered during the past 
year, under the provisions of the Act 39 ir 40 Vio., c. 23, was 133, 
almost the lowest point yet reached in these returns, and that the 
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total number so photographed and registered since 1869 — the 
date of the first Habitual Criminals Act, 82 & 33 Vic., c. 99 — 
amounts to 10,191, viz. : —

56. A new edition of the “Alphabetical Register of Habitual 
Criminals,” brought down to the end of the year 1890, has been 
prepared and issued for general use since the date of our last 
Report. 

57. In our Third and Fourth Annual Reports we have fuUy ex- 
plained the general scope and purpose of this comppation, and 
its great practical utility as an important aid to those engaged 
in the execution of the criminal law of the country. 

58. The largest number of this class dealt with in any one of the 
twenty yeara included in this Table was, it will be observed, 
1,118. in the year 1873, since which date there has been an almost 
continuous annual reduction observable in the returns up to the 
present time, when, as above shown, it has fallen to 133, or less 
than one-eighth of the number registered in 1873.

Majesty’s Treasuiy, dated 17th January, 1888, in which it is laid down 
that their Lordships can in no case take the l^neficial occupation by a 
Civil Servant of an official residence or apartments into consideration 
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ia calculating tlie Officer’s pension, unless it can te show that he has 
paid Income Tax in respect of it throughout the tenn of his occupation, 
— the General Prisons Boai’d have to inform you that the foUcwing 
decisions os to this matter and the Income Tax payable by Prison 
Officers on. their salaries and emoluments have been arrived at by their 
Lordships and the Income Tax Department, since tho .date of the 
Circular refen'ed to above : — ■ 

(1.) Officers whose total income Jrojn all sources falls shoi’t of 
£150 per annum will not bo liable for Income Tax on any poiiions 
of their salary or emoluments. 

(2.) Cash allowances received in lieu of emoluments will be 
taxable as profits of office, but allowances received in kind, such as 
Fuel, Light, Clothing, &c., are not taxable. 

(3.) In the case of Officers of Convict Prisons whose occupation 
dafc^ from a period anterior to the date of the Circular of 17th 
January, 1888, payment of Income Taxon Quarters will not be 
insisted on ; but ia the case of an occupation commencing a/ier 
the date of that Circular, the value of an Officer’s Quarters will 
not be included in his pensionable emoluments unless the Tax has 
l»een duly paid. This rule will also be applied to any Officer of a 
Convict Prison who receives promotion or an increase of emolu- 
ments after the date in <iuestion. 

(4.) Income Tax on salary, Prison allowances received in Cash, 
and value of Quarters will, from 1st April, 1890, be assessed by 
the Deputy Paymaster-General in Ireland, instead of by the Local 
Surveyors. 

(5.) The arreai’S of Income Tax on the value of Officers* 
Quarters from 17th Januaiy, 1888, in those cases in which payment 
has not yet been made, must be paid os soon as the new aitange- 
ment comes into operation. 

(6.) For the purpose of assessing Income Tax the value of an 
Officer’s Quarters will be oaiculated at one-sixth of his Salary and 
other pensionable emoluments. 

In pursuance of these decisions it is rec^uested that the following 
instructions be strictly followed : — 

A, A return of all Officers of your Prison who, from Isfc April, 1890, 

claim entire exemption from Income Tax, under the Rule No. 1, should 
be furnished now, and in future annually, to this Office on. the form 
^ sent herewith' for the purpose, and should be signed by tho

B, A special Pay List in the case of Officei*s whose total incomes 

/I'OTn all sources amount to or exceed £150 per annum must be furnished 
to this office, on . not later than the 20th of each month, 

beginning on 20th July, 1890, and after assessment of Income Tax 
by the Deputy Paymaster-General will be returned to you to make 
payment of the nett amount* in the usual way on the last day of the 
month.

C» In. cases where the arrears of Income Tax on Quarters from 17th 
January, 1888, have not been paid, they will be deducted in the first 
special Pay List for the month of July, 1890, and for this purpose 
details of Salary and pensionable emoluments received from. 17 th 
January, 1888, to 31st March, 1890, must be furnished in a separate 
Return on 

The Income Tax due on salary and emoluments for the three months 
ended 30th June, 1890, will also be deducted in the special Pay List 
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for the month of July, 1890, details of the salary and emoluments 
being famished in a supplemental list on foroyo?BjL. t-o be attached to the 
Pay List. 

D, In cases where Income Tax on Quarters has been paid since 17th 
January, 1888, the receipts for the amount paid must be forwarded to 
this office for inspection. 

E, It should be noted that where in this Circular the words “Income 
from all sources” appear, every source from which an Officer derives 
income is meant, whether from tho Prisons Service or other Public 
Service, or Private Sources, including wife’s income (if any). 

F, In the case of an income amounting to £150 per annum, and 
under £400 per anmun, any claim for abatement of Income Tax on

CHIEF WARDEE’S REPORT. 

H. M. Prisou, Doinipatriclc, 

llfch April, 1891. 

Sir, — I have tlie honour to submit my annual report, wtli usual 
statistics for the year ended 31st Maixh, 1891. The number of con- 
victs in custody on that date was 19, nine having been released on 
licence, and two transferred to the Intermediate class at Mary^ 
borough Prison during the year. 

The conduct of the officers has been generally very good, and they 
have performed their duties, with one exception, to my entiix satis- 
faction. 

The general conduct of tlie convicts has been very satisfactory, pun- 
ishments were therefore few and light, except in the case of one convict, 
who, for gross misconduct and attempt to break out of his cell by night, 
was reduced lo second probation. 

The employments of the convicts have, as usual, consisted of tailoring, 
shoemaking, matmaking, woodcutting, stonehreaking, &c., and the 
garden work gave healthy exercise to a number of convicts at inteivals 
during the year ; the general repaii^ and requirements of the Prison havo 
also been executed by convict labour. School instruction has been given, 
as usual, each evening to such convicts as required it, and I am glad to 
say, some made very good progress, being now able to read and 
wite their own letters, who were wholly ilUtei*ate some, short time 
ago. 

The library has still been veiy much used by the convicts and the 
books kept in thorough repair by one of tliem. 

The clerk and storekeeper has as usual been exceedingly zealous and ■ 
attentive to his various duties. 

The medical officer and chaplain have been very attentive to their 
duties and punctual in their attendance. 

I certify that to tine best of my belief, tho i*ules laid down for tho 
government of Prisons havo been complied with, except in such cases us 
have been reported or brought under the notice of the General Prisons 
Board.

Sin, — I have the honour to present my report, together with the 
usual statistical returns, for the year ended 31st March, 1891. 

The conduct of the subordinate offioera has been very satisfactoiy, 
and they have discharged their duties with zeal and intelligence. Several 
changes took place in the staff during the year. Chief Warder Foley 
retired on pension, and was replaced by Mr, Barrett, a zealous and dili- 
gent officer. Two warders were transferred to Mountjoy .Prison staff, 
and one died. 
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The infcei'iucdiate class prisoners (t^^enty) were received during tlie AUsy. 
year, and continue to worlii witb great satisfaction. They were employed bououou 
building yard walls, outhouses, painting the cottages, and erdtivating the cgjjyjgj 
outside prison lauds. Pwso.v. 

Tbei'e were in confinement at the beginning of the year seventy-two 
convicts ; forty-two were released on license, one on commutation of llapoH. 
sentence, one tinnsferred to HiJountjoy Prison, two removed to Dundrum 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum, both of whom were mentally deranged on 
reception here, and two died \ received during the yeai* thirty, making 
a total on the 31st March, 18D1, of fifty four. 

The invidids were employed in shoemaking, tailoring, cooking, repair- 
ing clothes, and cleaning the prison. Their conduct has been 
generally satisfactory. 

The following works were completed : — Yards and outhouses of four 
new cottages built, new visiting house at back of C Prison, also 
fitted up a visiting room with skylight and fitting at back of D Prison, 
erected four work-sheds, low'cred the floor of cells on basement of O 
Prison and I'cconstmcted the heating antvngements on floor of this 
prison, erected porch to m:tin building, fitto<l up new eavc gutters and 
down pijios to tlio prison, luiulo concrete water channels in exerciso 
voids, anil (lagged passage from gate to main builcUtig and exercise 
yards. The land is under cultivation.’ It yielded an abundant supply 
of vegetables during the first yeai’. 

There have been no escapes, or attempts at escape, nor suicides. Two 
deaths have occurred in the hospital duiing the year. 

Tlte usual Sunday and weekly services have been regularly performed 
by the respective Chaphiina. 

Morning and evening school have been caivied on daily by the School- 
master. Some of the prisonei-s show a desire to learn. The Irish- 
speaking prisoners receive special instruction, and are making consider- 
able progress in speaking English, evincing a greater inclination to leai'U. 

Tlie Medical Officers have been regular and most attentive to tlie sick. 

The rules laid down for the goveimnent of tlio Prism Lave, to the best 
of my knowledge and belief, been complied witli, except in such cases as 
were brought under tlie notice of the General Prisons Poard. 

The Visiting Committee visited the piison on the 5th May, 1800, 

Hth May, 11th .June, 9th July, ISth August, 10th September, 8tli 
October, lOth December 29tii December, 14th January, and 11th 
February.

To Chairman of Prisons Board. 



There is nothing very particidar to note about onr prison here for 
tho past yeai’. I think the conduct of tlie prisoners, considering the 
imfoitunate class to which tliey belong, bos been fairly satisfactory. 
Tlie Governor and his officers have been kind and humane towards the 
prisoner's, and uniformly courteous and obliging towards the visitio;' 
clergy-nan. I called the attention of your Board last year to the 
condition of some few Irish-speaking prisoner's, and tho desirability of 
getting an Irish-speaking priest to attend, to them occasionally. In 
reply to this appeal your Board appointed, a competent waixler to tonch 
them some English, to enable them to make their confession. They 
have not yet made sufficient progi'ess in tlieir studies to perform that 
duty. I frar one of them is too old and cnother unwilling to learn. 
I must again suggest that you would place £10 a year at my disposal 
to bring a pi'iest four times each year to attend to the spiritual wants 
of these poor men.

— We have, the honour to submit tho aminal report and medical 
statistics bearing on the state of health of the subordinate otficeis and 
prisoners, and the sanitary condition of Maryborough Prison for year 
ended 31st March, 1891. 

Warder William Boyd, an old and faithful officer, had been rs* 
moved ^ to tho Queen’s County Infirmai'y, where he died of diftusc 
cellulitis. Pour -warders had been treated in prison quarters, 8 at theif 
own homes, and 1 in prison cott^es, for ordinary physical ailments. 
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Tiiere Lad been a daily average number of 48 convicts under Mauv- 
medical and hospital treatment for tlie diseases as indicated in. Porm 8 ; aonocan 
two of whom died, one of general paralysis, and one from incm-able convict 
antemia. Prison. 

Tw'o had been transferred to Dnndruni Criminal Lunatic Asylum, — 
and who had been foimd on reception hei-e to be mentally insufficient, 

One convict bad been released on medical grounds in consequence of Rrfort. 
bis disease having assumed a malignant character. 

There has been an immunity from zymotic and epidemic diseases. 

The prison buildings are in good repair, and the sanitary arrange- 
ments generally are satisfactory. 

The Governor has as usual given us his assistance, and indeed all the 
officers have shown a commendable disposition to further our efiorts for 
the care and treatment of the sick confided to oar management in the 
hospital prison tore.

GOVEEirOE’S REPOST. 

Mountjoy Prison, 

ISthMay, 1891. 

Sin, — I have tho honour to report, for the year ended 31st March, 
1891, on the Convict portion of the Mountjoy Prisons. 

The conduct and attention to duty of the majority of the subordinate 
officer's have been very good. Four warders were clischaiged or required 
to resign for misconduct, two resigned voluntarily, one w'as discharged 
on medical grounds, and one died. The A^istant Medical Officer, 
Doctor Tate, was obliged to retire through ill-health, and Doctor J. J. 
Kinsella was appointed in his stead. 

The general body of tire convicts have been well-behaved, quiet and 
peaceable, during the year, and the offences or breaches of rules com- 
mitted by the vast majority have been conijraratively few and trivial ; 
even the turbulent and evil-dispesed, a number of which will always bo 
found in a convict prison, have been, made amenable to discipline 
without recourse being had to frequent and severe punislunents. 

Thei'e was no escape or attempt to escape duiang the year, although 
a large party of convicte was worked daily outside tJie prison. This 
tells well for the care and vigilance of the officers. 

The employments of the conviots continue much tho same as in former 
years, viz. : building works, trades of nearly all kinds, and the manu- 
facture of articles for other public departments, and for sale to the 
public, in addition to supplying the prison service generally throughout 
Ireland with the various descriptions of articles required for prison 
■use. All prison premises, both within and outside the prison walls, 
have been kept in proper i*epair by prison labour. 
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A2>'pendi3i to Thirteenth Report of the 



Moxtstjot The twenty-three houses for man’led warders, which, have been, built 
by convict labour outsido the X)L*isou, were completed during the year, 

* and occupied on the 1st October, 1890. These houses are a great boon 

Govirnor's to tho Warders, and it is a considerable advantage to liave so many of 
liepori. -within call at night iu case of an emergency. The occupation 

of these houses caused the reduction of tho payments for lodging allow- 
ances by j£299 o, year, four additional houses, which have since been 
built, will be completed early this year*, and will further reduce the pay- 
ments for lodging allowances by .£52 a year. 

A wing of the local prison, which was formerly used as stores and 
officei's’ qnartei*s, is in in-ocess of conversion, by convict labour, into 
cells, to increase the accommodation fur local prisoners, and it wdll, I 
expect, be completed during the i)resent 3 ^cai‘. Tins work ia being 
done by the “ select " or fn^st couvictiou class of convicts, and it is 
advantageous to liiivc building works a-voikible in two places at taima 
time, as it enables the out-door labour to be divided between tho “ select 
clas” and the “ordinaiy class” convicts, without having i*ecours6 to 
meamu’es for preventing commumc.ation that would bo embarrassing and 
would interfere with the progress of the works. 

Bread, of cxc.ellcnt quality, continues to bo supplied from Mountjoy 
to all the Dublin prisons, at an advimtageoxis I'ato. 

Tho chaplains, or their approved substitutes, have been rcgidar in 
their attendances during the year. 

Tho health of the convicts and officers has boon carefully looked 
ivfter by the medical officer and his assistant. 

The deputy governor has ably assisted me in the management of the 
prisons. Tho chief and priacipsOl warder’s have performed their duties 
witli zeal and intelligence. 

Tho approved school arrangements have been diligently earned out 
by the teachers, and the instructions g^ven slrow good results. The prison 
librai'yj wliich is replenished annually, is much appreciated by tho 
convicts. 

1 certify that the niles laid down for the government of the prison 
have been adhered to, except iu such instances as have been brought to 
the notice of tho General l^risons Board.

Sib, — I hare tlie lionour to submit my report, and statistical returns, 
for the year ended 31st Harcli, 1891, on the ConTiefc portion of 
Grangegorman Prison. 

The number of female convicts is very being only twenty-six on 
above date. There were only four received under fresh sentences during 
the year, and four under revoked or forfeited licence, discliarged on 
completion of sentence three, on commutation of sentence, one, released 
on licence, eight. 

The conduct of tKe prisoners during the year has been remarkably 
good, they all evinced a desire to get on, and reap the full benefit of 
their classification. 



Tlieir employment consisted of laundry work, knitting, sewing, paint- 
ing, whitewashing, Ac,, and five of them were constantly employed in 
the cookhouse.

Sib,— I n. presenting my report of Grangegorman Convict Prison up to 
March 31, of this year, I have to state that there have been three 
female convicts under my chai*ge during the year. One of these was 
sent back last October to complete her original sentence, having forfeited 
her licence \ of the others, one m under sentence for life, the other, a 
convict for the third time, is undergoing a sentence of seven years. 

In neither of these two latter cases, Imve I noticed any improvement, 
moral, religions, or intellectual. They are well conducted and submissive, 
but they are ignorant and they make no progress whatever, I think it 
my duty to call attention to what I believe to be the hardening and 
stupifying tendency of long terms of imprisonment. Evciytliing is done, 
■that is possible under the prison system, by gentle discipline, religious 
^mnistrations, and by the kindne^ and attention of the officers, but I 
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GnAKCE. am bouadtosay that, haviug regard to the moral and roligioiia well 
Fe^milk improvement of prisoners under my care, I fail to see, after 

CuNvtcT an experience of many years, any good end served by long periods spent 
P iusoN , in prison. I regret to add that since the time referred to in this report, 
a young girl, only threo times before in prison, has been placed under my 
charge, as a convict for five years. Such a sentence is not, in my 
opinion, calculated to arouse the moral sense, or to restore one who has 
fallen, but rather tends to depre-ss the spirit and crush hope and enej‘gy 
for a better life.
